MILESTONE STAGE FOR 
NEW BUS INTERCHANGE 


STATION WILL BE NAMED AFTER HISTORIC CASTLE SITE GATE 


A topping-out ceremony has 
been held at Northampton’s 
new £7 million bus inter¬ 
change, which will be called 
the North Gate Bus Station. 
The name for the site, which 
was announced on Tuesday, is 
because the development sits 
on the site of the former north 
gate of Northampton Castle. 

The new station is expect¬ 
ed to open towards the end of 
March 2014, and will enable 
the dated Greyfriars building 
to be demolished. 

The development is fund¬ 
ed by Northampton Borough 
Council, the West Northamp¬ 
tonshire Development Corpo¬ 
ration and Northamptonshire 
County Council. 

Dignitaries attended Tues¬ 
day’s ceremony at the former 
Fishmarket site, where the 
last coping stone was pointed 
in at the top of the building by 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil leader, David Mackintosh. 

He said: “This is a positive 


step forward for the town and 
a long time coming. It allows 
us to free up the Greyfriars site 
for new development. 

“We felt we needed a prop¬ 
er name and this was the en¬ 
trance you would have taken 
if you had come through the 
castle’s north gate. We wanted 
to give it a name which really 
resonated.” 

Northampton South MP 
Brian Binley said: “It is very 
important seeing it pretty 
close to being finished, and 
I recognise that it is going to 
serve the town and be a great 
asset. 

“I’m delighted, because 
Northamptonisonthewayup. 
For 40 years we have had an in¬ 
feriority complex with Milton 
Keynes, and Milton Keynes 
has not got half as much as we 
have got to offer.” 

Graham Howe, manag¬ 
ing director of contractors, 
Kier, said: “We are absolutely 
thrilled to be entrusted with 
this project.”

Adapted wheelchair 
helps DJ achieve dream 


Innovation aids Tim’s fight to reach the top 



FEATURE 


A man who was left se¬ 
verely disabled after 
he was hit by a car 
while watching an 
illegal road race in 
Northampton is now enjoy¬ 
ing a career as a DJ, thanks to 
the use of a specially-adapted 
wheelchair. 

Tim Maguire, aged 27, suf¬ 
fered severe brain and spinal 
injuries after the accident 
in St Peter’s Way in March 
2000 and is now unable to 
speak, but can communicate 
through a computer by using 
his head. 

Mr Maguire has always want¬ 
ed to be a DJ and completed 
a BTEC diploma in music 
at Northampton College in 
2009, which he passed with 
a merit. 

Using a special computer 
programme designed by 
his friend, Pete Cooper, Mr 


Maguire has learned how to 
DJ through two head switch¬ 
es on his wheelchair. 

His friends, Mark Jones, El¬ 
liott Johnson and Oliver Han¬ 
dley, have also taken Tim’s DJ 
career a step further by de¬ 
signing a mobile set of decks 
out of scrap metal and recy¬ 
cled parts which they have 
called the Ez-roller. 

Mr Maguire said the special¬ 
ly-designed DJ system had 
taken a lot of effort to learn, 
but he now uses it every day 
of his life and said it had 
greatly improved his happi¬ 
ness. 

He said: “Ever since I was 
young I wanted to be a DJ 
but after my accident I never 
thought this would be pos¬ 
sible. Life was really tough 
and I didn’t really see a point 
in living. 

“But I think the Ez-roller is 
amazing and it looks and 
sounds wicked. It means I 
can DJ on the move as the 


roller is on wheels. It will al¬ 
low me to play anywhere that 
can be accessed by wheels. 
“We have also just got a Blue¬ 
tooth link which means I can 
play on my laptop with no 
wires as it sends the signal 
straight to the sound system, 
which is amazing. 

“I’m looking forward to 
next summer when we’re 
going to take it to loads 
of festivals and events in 
Northamptonshire and the 
whole of the UK. 

“It will give me a platform to 
show my skills to as many 
people as possible and 
it is eco-powered which 
is something I believe in 
strongly.” 

Mr Handley said the Ez- 
roller was three years in 
the planning and had taken 
about six weeks to build. 

He said: “We’ve already taken 
it to the Umbrella Fair and 
everybody loved it. We’re 
hoping to take it on a tour 


• • Tim Maguire was in a coma for 
18 months after he was hit by a car 
involved in an illegal road race in 
Northampton in March 2000. 

He was only 14 years old and spent 
several months in a rehabilitation 
centre inTadworth, Surrey. 

After the accident, surgeons feared 
Tim would not regain consciousness, 
but he is now able to hold conversa¬ 
tions through a computer. Shortly 
after the crash, a Northampton man 
pleaded guilty to two charges of 
inflicting grievous bodily harm and 
one charge of dangerous driving. He 
was jailed for six years. 

Tim went to Isebrook School in Ket¬ 
tering and then Corby Community 
College sixth form.

It will re-open for one-way 
traffic, travelling in the 
direction of Wellington 
Street, and the new layout 
will include parking and 
loading and dropping-off 
bays. 

Richard Jakes, sales director 
at Abington Street-based 
Watts the Furnishers, said: 
“The only way this could 


improve trade would be if 
buses were able to come 
down Abington Street. My 
priority for Abington Street 
would be to cut down anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

“We often find people have 
been sick or gone to the toilet 
in our doorway and it puts 
customers off. 

“Having a visible presence 
of wardens and police would 
make more of a difference.” 
Majid Batatia, from the 
nearby Cafe Del Sol, added: 
“It will be a nightmare. The 
idea is good, but in practice 
the pavement will be too 
narrow.

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Traffic worries over 
village school plans

Residents of Kingsthorpe 
have called for a public meet¬ 
ing to discuss the problems 
they fear will be caused by 
increased traffic if the village 
primary school is allowed to 
double in size. 

Dozens of Kingsthorpe people 
attended a consultation event 
held at the school, in Knights 
Lane, last Tuesday night when 
the plans were displayed by 
Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

But many people who at¬ 
tended the event felt frus¬ 
trated that nobody from the 
county council’s highways de¬ 
partment was available to dis¬ 
cuss the potential increases 
in traffic which they thought 
could put pressure on the nar¬ 
row village roads. 

Leona Johnson, a King¬ 
sthorpe resident who has 
written a letter of objection 
about the plans to expand the 
school, said: “There will never 
be space for an additional 98 
cars on the road network sur¬ 


rounding Kingsthorpe Village 
Primary School.” 

The governing body of the 
primary school is in favour of 
the proposed expansion as it 
believes it would offer many 
exciting opportunities for 
staff and children. 

A statement from the 
school’s governing body said: 
“We are very aware that the 
issue of traffic is one which 
is close to the hearts of King¬ 
sthorpe village residents and 
fully understand their con¬ 
cerns. 

“We have already been 
pro-active with regard to this 


by linking with Sustrans (Sus¬ 
tainable Transport) as part of 
an initiative to encourage chil¬ 
dren to come on their bicycles 
or scooters to school. This is 
already having a positive im¬ 
pact on numbers of families 
who are choosing to leave their 
car at home.” 

• • Plans to double the size 
of Kingsthorpe Village Pri¬ 
mary School have been re¬ 
submitted, more than two 
years after they were first 
approved amid fierce oppo¬ 
sition from residents, who 
raised questions over the 
impact of traffic.

More than a dozen games from several leagues take place at the Race¬ 
course on a Sunday morning and there is little on-site medical support 


Ambulance service bosses 
said it would benefit football 
clubs at the Racecourse, in 
Northampton, to have their 
own medical help on standby 
after five players were seri¬ 
ously hurt in one morning. 

Injuries at the park on a recent 
Sunday included one player 
with a badly broken leg, who 
had to wait an hour and 35 
minutes for an ambulance. 

Steven Law, the referee 
of the fixture between Tesco 
DG FC and South Northants, 
spoke to the Chron after the 
match, saying the delay was 
“disgusting” and that when 
an ambulance did arrive at the 
Racecourse it first went to one 
of the other injured players on 
another pitch. 

But the East Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service (EMAS) said 
it would be a good idea for the 
Racecourse and other parks 
to have their own medically- 
trained people. 

Debbie Tweddle, from 
EMAS, said: “It benefits mem¬ 
bers of clubs or groups when 
the organisers of sporting 
events involving many people 
arrange for their own medical 
cover to be present through¬ 
out. 

“The medically-trained 
people already on site can 
respond immediately to any 
traumatic injury or illness to 
provide treatment, care and 
reassurance. 

“This proactive approach 
also means we are able to con¬ 
tinue to use our emergency 
ambulance vehicles, kitted 
out with life-saving equip¬ 


ment and crewed by highly- 
skilled clinicians, to respond 
to people whose life is at im¬ 
mediate risk.” 

EMAS said its report of the 
accidents during last Sunday’s 
matches at the Racecourse 
showed five separate patients 
- three with leg injuries, two 
with ankle injuries - and a 
record that there was no medi¬ 
cal cover on site. 

One league secretary, Rog¬ 
er Gamble, of the Northamp¬ 
ton Sunday Combination, 
said: “I think medical cover is 
a great idea because it would 
make players feel safer. My 
worry is that it already costs 
clubs a lot in all sorts of fees to 
play a game. 

“If we’re charging them 
more to have St John Ambu¬ 
lance there, I’m not sure it 
would be affordable.” 

Referee Steven Law said 
the footballer with a badly bro¬ 


ken leg was “screaming in pain 
and struggling for breath” for 
95 minutes while waiting for 
an ambulance. 

He abandoned the match 
between Tesco DG FC and 
South Northants after only 
four minutes because of the 
injury but, despite several 
calls, paramedics were too 
busy to attend straight away. 
Deborah Tweddle, of EMAS, 
said: “I’m sorry for the dis¬ 
tress caused. We’re making 
changes to our service to im¬ 
prove our response. This 999 
call was categorised as a trau¬ 
matic injury, not life-threat¬ 
ening, requiring a 30-minute 
response. We were unable to 
get to the scene in that time, 
so we phoned to make a wel¬ 
fare check on the patient. An 
ambulance became available, 
having come from a cardiac ar¬ 
rest, and they were dispatched 
to the pitch.”

More accident and emergen¬ 
cy staff are to be recruited at 
Northampton General Hos¬ 
pital to battle the predicted 
surge in demand during the 
winter. 

A funding package of £4 mil¬ 
lion was announced in the 
House of Commons by Health 
Secretary Jeremy Hunt this 
week as part of a national drive 
to support struggling urgent 
care systems. 

Michael Ellis, the Conserv¬ 
ative MP for Northampton 
North, welcomed the funding. 

He said: “The doctors, 
nurses and staff face particu¬ 
lar challenges and they do an 
exceptionally good job in very 
difficult circumstances. 

“This money will be put to 
very good use I’m sure in the 
accident and emergency de¬ 
partment. It will help the won¬ 
derful standard of work we’ve 
come to expect from the staff 
there continue.” 

The hospital’s allocation, 
awarded because it is “one of 
the 53 urgent care systems

most in need”, is on the con¬ 
dition the hospital give some 
cash to other organisations, 
such as Northamptonshire 
County Council’s social serv¬ 
ices department. 

This could be used to help 
improve the flow of patients 
who block hospital beds by 
moving them into other set¬ 
tings, such as community re¬ 
habilitation centres. 

However, the hospital will 
spend a large amount on em¬ 
ploying new A&E staff, over 
and above the ongoing recruit¬ 
ment drive. 

The money is aimed at al¬ 


leviating predicted winter 
pressures in the urgent care 
system in the south of the 
county, which have caused 
huge concern in the past. 
Both waiting times in A&E 
and paramedic handover 
times have been criticised for 
being too long for more than 
two years. 

Mr Hunt also told the Com¬ 
mons extra money will help 
the 111 non-emergency tele¬ 
phone service. 

He said: “These measures 
will help reduce pressure on 
the NHS in the winter months 
ahead.”

NHS chiefs say county’s 111 phone 
service is continuing to improve 


Health bosses say the much- 
maligned 111 non-emergency 
number dealt with double the 
amount of calls anticipated in 
Northamptonshire in its first 
months of operation. 

Figures released in August 
revealed the service had failed 
to meet national standards 
each month since it launched 
in March. 

It is supposed to answer 
95 per cent of calls within one 
minute, and the closest it had 
got to this figure was 93 per 
cent in June. 

But NHS Nene said the 
service was continuing to 
improve, and was performing 
well as it was taking twice as 
many calls as its operational 
model was set up to deal with. 

From April to July, 42,898 
calls were made to the service, 
and a total of 39,864 were 
answered. 

In April, 49 per cent of 
calls were answered within 60 


seconds, which rose to 77 per 
cent in May and 93 per cent in 
June, and fell slightly to 85 per 
cent in July. 

The figures were discussed 
at a presentation by NHS Nene 
to councillors on a health 
scrutiny committee at County 
Hall. 

Dr Kamal Sood, the clinical 
lead for the 111 service in 
Northamptonshire, said: 
“We are very proud of what we 
have managed to do. It is nigh- 
on twice what the model had 
anticipated. 

“The staff have responded 
to the challenge and have 
improved the service. I think 
they are doing a good job, but 
the winter will be the testing 
ground.” 

Lisa Durrant, director 
of performance for NHS 
Nene, said: “We experienced 
teething problems due to staff 
shortages. The performance 
was not where we wanted it 
to be when we first took it on. 


“We did pretty well from 
April to June, and we did well 
in July. We anticipate we are 
going to improve over the next 
month or two. 

“It is safe to say there was 
significant criticism of the 
service. We know there is 
more to be done and we have 
increased the number of call 
handlers and nurses.” 

In Northamptonshire the 
111 service is run by Derbyshire 
Health United (DHU), a not- 
for-profit company set up in 
April 2007 after the merger of 
two Derbyshire companies set 
up by local GPs. 

NHS 111 was launched in 
a limited number of regions 
in March 2013, ahead of its 
national launch the following 
month. 

Before the launch, the 
British Medical Association 
was so concerned it wrote 
to the Secretary of State for 
Health requesting that it be 
postponed.

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£32m deal boosts 
circuit masterplan 



A £32 million, 999-year deal 
to lease development land 
around Silverstone should 
pave the way for its long- 
awaited ‘masterplan’ and cre¬ 
ate thousands of jobs. 

The British Racing Drivers’ 
Club (BRDC) announced yes¬ 
terday that it had signed a deal 
with British firm MEPC for the 
existing Silverstone industrial 
estate and the land around the 
outside of the circuit. 

This means the home of the 
British Grand Prix can forge 
ahead with its redevelopment 
masterplan, which was given 
planning permission in De¬ 
cember 2011, and will create 
up to 8,400 jobs. 

Plans include a business 
park, a technology park, three 
hotels, a Formula l museum 
and a number of new grand¬ 
stands at the circuit. They also 
includes the new Silverstone 
University Technical College, 
which opens its doors to its 
first students on Monday. 

Commercial property firm 
MEPC, which is owned by the 


BT Pension Scheme, said it 
hadalreadyidentifiedprojects 
to complete over the next two 
years and the ongoing devel¬ 
opment could be a 10-year 
project. 

BRDC chairman, Stuart 
Rolt, said: “Following major 
improvements to Silverstone, 
the BRDC board was given a 
mandate three years ago to 
attract suitable partners to 
invest in Silverstone and help 
realise the full potential of its 
760-acre estate. 

“We are delighted to have 
reached an agreement with 
MEPC, which was selected 
on the grounds of its finan¬ 


cial standing, reputation, the 
quality of the developments it 
has undertaken, and the price 
it was prepared to pay.” 

Rick de Blaby, CEO of 
MEPC, added: “When we were 
approached with the BRDC’s 
vision of what Silverstone 
might become in its next itera¬ 
tion, it was easy for us to relate 
to such ambitions.” 

The deal does not incorpo¬ 
rate the development or man¬ 
agement of the circuit itself. 

The BRDC has agreed 
terms with a “suitable part¬ 
ner” for this and hopes to com¬ 
plete negotiations before its 
AGM on October 4.

Hewitt named new chairman 


Delighted Tony says it’s a 'fantastic honour’ to lead Saints

Tony Hewitt says it is a ‘fantas¬ 
tic honour’ to have been given 
the role of Saints chairman on 
a full-time basis. 

Hewitt was named as 
Northampton’s new chief at 
the club’s AGM on Monday 
night, taking up the role left 
vacant by the passing of Leon 
Barwell in June. 

He had been in command 
on a temporary basis but the 
decision was taken to extend 
his stay for what is provision¬ 
ally planned to be another two 
years. 

And he is now looking for¬ 
ward to continuing his work 
at Saints, who have performed 
well on and off the pitch this 
year. 

“It’s a fantastic honour,” 
said Hewitt, who was vice 
chairman during Leon Bar- 
well’s tenure. 

“It’s obviously going to be 
a very difficult act to follow in 
Keith and Leon. 

“You wish the circum¬ 
stances were different and it’s 
obviously tempered with that. 
Our thoughts are with the Bar- 
well family. 

“From my point of view it’s 
a custodial role. It’s a fantastic 
club, founded in 1880 so we’ve 
got to make sure it keeps go¬ 


ing from strength to strength.” 

Saints have also an¬ 
nounced the appointment 
of a deputy chairman, John 
White, who joined the North¬ 
ampton board last year and is 
a former chairman and chief 
executive of Persimmon 
Homes. 

And in a third piece of 
news from the AGM, it was 
confirmed Keith Barwell has 
accepted the ambassadorial 
role of president, remaining 
on the board. 

Meanwhile, scrum-half 
Kahn Fotuali’i says Saints’ 
power pack make hisjob easy. 

The Samoan was im¬ 
pressed with the strength of 
his side’s forwards in the 13-6 
win at Harlequins last Friday. 

Saints had the edge in the 
set piece as they scrapped it 
out to secure a second victory 
in as many Premiership games 
this season. 

Fotuali’i was calling the 
shots at nine, making his 
first start for Northampton 
since joining from Ospreys 
this summer, and he was im¬ 
pressed with the display of the 
big men. 

“It’s exciting, especially 
when they’re going so well,” 
he said. “They’re always going 
forward and it makes myj ob as 
a scrum-half (easy). 

“Our job is to boss them 
around and give quick ball

to our backline, especially 
with the players like Stephen 
Myler, Luther (Burrell), 
George North, who is a quality 
player, and Ben Foden. You’ve 
got to get quick ball for them 
to get opportunities.” 


Fotuali’i is the man tasked 
with caj oiling the pack to keep 
the team on the front foot, but 
he says he doesn’t have to im¬ 
part too many words of wis¬ 
dom at scrum time. 

“They know their job,” 


he said. “The coaching staff 
have made it really simple for 
them and they all know what 
it is. 

“I’vej ust got to boss them a 
bit more, especially when they 
get tired. We all get tired but 


it’s about outworking teams, 
especially with our forwards 
with Samu Manoa, Sam Dick¬ 
inson, great players. 

“As long as we play nice and 
tight as a team, we should fin¬ 
ish teams off.” 


Ex-Cobbler arrested 


Confidence is lacking 


FORMER Cobblers midfield¬ 
er Nick McKoy could be fac¬ 
ing a 10-year prison sentence 
after being arrested follow¬ 
ing allegations of match fix¬ 
ing in Australia. 

McKoy, who made nine 
appearances for Town two 
seasons ago and was memo¬ 
rably sent off in back-to-back 
matches, is one of four play¬ 
ers who will be questioned 
by Victoria Police after they 
launched an investigation fol¬ 
lowing irregular betting pat-

terns. In total, police in the 
stateofVictoriaarrestednine 
foreign players - reportedly 
allormostlyBritish-fromthe 
SouthemStarsFootballClub, 
ateaminthesecond-tierstate 
league. 

The players were part of 
a ring whose winnings alleg¬ 
edly totalled more than£i. 2 m 
andarecompetinginAustral- 
ia during the British off-sea¬ 


son. The group is reported to 
include Reiss Noel, Joe Wool- 
ley, David Obaze, McKoy and 
head coach Zaya Younan. 

Police believe the syndi¬ 
cate heads used relatively 
low-level players and a little- 
known competition because 
they believed it would make 
it easier to avoid detection. 

The bets were reportedly 
made on the internet and on 
underground betting mar¬ 
kets in Asia, including Sin¬ 
gapore and India.
